WASHINGTON 
(JO — President 
Eisenhower today approved plans 
for launching a planned artificial 
earth satellite—an unmanned globe 
for scientific pm poses. 
Government scientists explain* 
cd the thought is that one or 
more of the space objects would 
circle the earth 200 or 300 miles 
up at a speed of 18,000 m.p.h. 
'-jJThey might remain for days or 
weeks, then fall back down a n d 
disintegrate. 
The White House said informa­ 
tion obtained from the project (it 
is hoped the satellites 
can be 
launched by 1957 or 1958) will be 
available to scientists of all na­ 
tions, Russia included. 
Government scientists, partici­ 
pating in an extraordinary news 
inference at the White H o u s e , 
Tar! the satellites are not yet in 
existence, only in the planning 
stage. 
But they said confidence t h a t 
they can be launched within per­ 
haps two years is based on rocket 
flights going up to 250 miles.

THE SATELLITES, according to 
present thinking, would be about 
‘he size of basketballs. 
*W hat they might be made of, 
the experts do not yet know. 
There is a hope that they can 
tarry iwou-ume.its. Even u tney 
don’t, it was explained, valuable 
information on the earth’s upper 
atmosphere is expected. 
The satellites would circle the 
earth once every 90 minutes, so 
that even if they remained up only 
a day or two there would be op- 
i^>rtunity for study. 
Scientists of all nations are to 
be informed of the orbits and satel­ 
lites will travel and the frequen­ 
cies on which they will broadcast, 
if it is possible to equip t h e m 
with radio. 
The whole project is designed 
as part of this country’s partici­ 
pation in the international geo­ 
physical year, from July 1957 to 
December 1958. 
f r h e period has been set aside 
by some 40 nations, Russia includ­ 
ed, for research and worldwide ob­ 
servations in the field of the earth 
sciences. 
The satellite program, on the ba­ 
sis of present, rough plans, is ex­ 
pected to cost some $10 million.

The Rev. George P. Crist Jr., 
31, summoned from his home in 
nearby Durham, to hear the deci­ 
sion, said: 
“I have committed no offense 
against the rules of the United 
Lutheran Church. I am certain­ 
ly saddened by the verdict, but 
I think I was as ready for it as 
I could be.” 
A synod trial board of seven 
pastors found him guilty of nine 
counts of deviation from church 
doctrine and recommended he be 
suspended immediately from his 
pulpit. He was found innocent of 
five charges. He denied the 14 
charges 
were 
valid 
deviations 
^from church doctrine. 
The charges upon which Pastor 
Crist was convicted included that 
he 
denied 
the virgin birth of 
Christ, denied the physical resur­ 
rection of Jesus and denied th e 
authenticity of a number of mir­ 
acles.

CHARGES OF which he was 


found innocent included that he 
mixed the word of God with his 
own opinions and surmises and de­ 
nied the usefulness of all prayers. 
He said he will begin a two- 
week vacation in northern Wiscon­ 
sin tom otTow with his wife a n d 
three children. After the vacation, 
he said, he “doesn’t know” what 
he will do. 
He indicated he would like to 
teach, “probably philosophy at the 
college level.” and stated he mav 
return to school for further de­ 
grees before seeking such a post. 
“I have no present intention of 
seeking a pulpit of another church, 
but that is a possibility,” he said. 
The trial board, which com­ 
plimented Crist on his personal 
conduct during the two days of 
the hearing, deliberated three 
hours before returning the ver­ 
dict. 
The board recommended to the 
synod president, Dr. Paul E. Bish­ 
op, that Crist be asked to give up 
his pulpit immediately. 
The final decision is up to the 
synod convention, which has t h e 
power to change the penalty.

Army Hands 
Hard Sentence 
To Deserter 
NEW YORK (JV-A World War II 
Army deserter, who changed his 
name, raised a family and founded 
a thriving business, has been sen­ 
tenced to 25 years at hard labor 
by a court-martial. 
The penalty, imposed yesterday 
after Arthur Athans, 35, Falconer, 
N. Y., pleaded guilty, ii subject 
to automatic review. 
Athans’ wife, Marjorie, who took 
their five children with her to the 
court-martial on Governors Island, 
tearfully told the board: 
“ You 
couldn’t ask for a better husband.” 
She married the ex-soldier in 
1946, and has said she knew noth­ 
ing of his desertion until his ar­ 
rest last May. 
Approximately 600 friends of the 
family petitioned the court-martial 
for leniency. 
The deserter, who took the name 
of Joseph Trainer, operated a suc­ 
cessful automobile agency n e a r 
Jamestown in upstate New York 
for five years. Then military po­ 
lice got on his trail in some unex­ 
plained manner. 
The court-martial was told that 
Athans had been convicted three 
times of being AWOL and w a s 
serving a five-year sentence at 
hard labor at Ft. Knox. Ky.t when 
he deserted Dec. 7, 1944. 


German Law Stalls 
Leech Extradition 
PASSAU, Germany (^—Former 
Army Capt. James M. Leech of 
Lima, Ohio, cannot be extradited 
to Germany to stand trial in the 
1946 ax slayings of three American 
officers here. 
Bavarian state prosecutor Dr.

Stand On Plan 


W ashington C.H. 
Official Tells Of 
M any Advantages 


Members of the 
Circle V i l l e 
Chamber of Commerce, gathered 
Thursday night for their quarter­ 
ly meeting, heard an outline of 
the potential 
advantages 
in a 
city manager form of government. 
Main speaker at the dinner 
meeting in the Mecca Restaur­ 
ant was City Manager Jim Par- 
kenson of Washington C. H. He 
has held his office since 1952. 
Spokesmen 
for 
the 
Chamber 
have stressed that the big organiz­ 
ation is not “taking a stand’* on 
the city manager (or 
charter) 
plan. The Chamber, it was ex­ 
plained, is only bringing the facta 
into public focus so that they can 
be “fully considered.” 
Circleville voters turned down a 
city manager proposal in 1952, but 
minicipal difficulties 
since 
that 
time have led to new efforts in 
support of the idea. 
• • * 
PARKENSON described how the 
city manager setup “is merely the 
application of sound business prin­ 
ciples.” He also emphasized how 
the incentives differ basically rn 
a city manager government and 
one formed along rn ayor-and-coun­ 
cil lines. 
First of all, the mayor has to be 
a good politician to win and hold 
his position. A city manager, on 
the other hand, is judged by the 
way in which he is abl* to run 
the government efficiently and ec­ 
onomically. 
City managers In general have 
often been compared to executiv­ 
es hired to run big corporations, 
subject to decisions by the firm’s 
board of directors. In 1942, about 
542 cities operated under tho city 
manager plan. Now, the plan is 
used by 1,313 cities. 
The most important thing con­ 
fronting the American people to­ 
day, Parkenson told the Cham­ 
ber gathering, is the task of Im­ 
proving local government. This 
is true, he said, “first, becasse 
you live with it, and also be­ 
cause it touches your lives more 
directly than any other type of 
government.” 
Parkenson underlined tho fact 
that it takes a highly qualified in­ 
dividual to direct the affairs of 
a municipality. But he added he 
did not mean that a city manager 
could wave a magic wand and 
solve all problems as they arise. 
“The best manager is the one 
who knows when he does not know 
the answer—and goes out to find 
it,” he said.

• 
PARKENSON’S talk was of spe­ 
cial interest here because financial 
problems loomed large on tho hor­ 
izon for Washington C. H. when 
he took office. Circleville’s lack 
of revenue, 
with 
a consequent 
scrape-the-bottom fiscal policy, is 
one of the chief reasons for tho 
current renewal of city manager 
talk here.

Natural Gas 
Bill Snagged 
In Congress 
WASHINGTON (Al—A bill to free 
natural gas producers from feder­ 
al controls passed the House by a 
six-vote margin last night but was 
snagged in the rush to adjourn. 
Acting Majority Leader Clem­ 
ents (D-Ky) said the bill is not on 
the Senate program . Sen. D a n i e l 
(D-Tex), an all-out backer, conced­ 
ed it is “ awfully late” to start de­ 
bate this year on such a contro­ 
versial issue.

WASHINGTON, (*> - The time 
may come when President Eisen­ 
hower, who went into the White 
House a political novice, is con­ 
sidered one of the best politicians 
of the 20th century. 
He’s a man who manages to stay 
immensely popular while getting 
done as much as possible of what 
he wants while avoiding any per­ 
sonal animosities which might get 
in the way of what he wants. 
Ifs hard to think of anyone in 
or out of Congress — except per­ 
haps Sen. McCarthy (R-Wris)—who 
is publicly mad at Eisenhower. 
Public opinion polls show he has 
retained an extremely high person­ 
al popularity. 
A number of reasons can be 
suggested for his popularity: he 
went into office with great prestige 
and great public esteem and he 
has done nothing by his tactics to 
forfeit it. 
A personal attack is one of the 
best ways to force people to choose 
up sides—for or against you—and 
Eisenhower has made personal at­ 
tacks on no one. 
He managed to get an end to the 
fighting in Korea, as he promised. 
He has steered clear of threats he 
couldn’t fulfill. It was Secretary 
of State Dulles, not Eisenhower, 
who startled the world with talk of 
massive retaliation. 
The President has carefully fol­ 
lowed a moderate course. As an 
example: lf since 1953 he had been 
extreme in his criticism of the Rus­ 
sian leadership, it might have been 
impossible for him to meet with 
the Kremlin men in Geneva where 
they 
established 
a 
relationship 
which may do the world good. 
And, as for dealing with Con­ 
gress where the Democrats should 
have been his natural political foes, 
lying in wait for him, it has been 
almost 
as 
if he 
followed 
this 
philosophy: 
“ I have a number of programs 
I want passed. I could fight vigor­ 
ously for each one of them and 
look like an aggressive leader. But 
I 
won’t get everything 
I want 
anyway. 
* 
• 
“ By follow ing a moderate course, 
with every issue decided on its 
merits and not on a personal basis 
involving me, making no enemies, 
I may do all right.” 
He hasn’t done badly. This year 
the Democratic-run Congress has 
passed much that he asked—some­ 
times a little less than he asked, 
as in foreign aid, or a little more 
than he asked, as in the minimum 
wage. 
The Democrats have gotten along 
with him so well that Washington 
observers wonder how the Demo­ 
crats are going to have any real 
issues in the 1956 presidential cam­ 
paign if they don’t start fighting 
Eisenhower and the Republicans 
soon. 
They may be reconciled to the 
idea that he will run again, and 
win again, and that the best they 
can hope for is retaining control 
of Congress through the record of 
legislation they establish there.

THIS SUMMER 
INSTABILITY of the weather has turn- 
ed this into a hectic summer for those en­ 
gaged in catering to vacationists, as well 
as for farmers.

Many who rushed into various endeavors 
connected with catering to tourists after 
the war, envisioning quick riches, have be­ 
come disillusioned. Their universal com­ 
plaint is that they cannot give the custom­ 
ers what they want for what they want to 
pay and make money. 


THE LEAVEN 
TRAVELING through the United States 
for purposes described 
as educational, 
Jose Pedreira de Freitas, Brazilian engi­ 
neer, has discovered the standard of living 
and per capita wealth here are the highest 
he has seen in any country. Had he reach­ 
ed a different conclusion he would obvious­ 
ly need new glasses. 
This nation’s tremendous prosperity and 
a distribution of wealth such as the world 
never saw before is the subject of a great 
deal of speculation in reference to interna­ 
tional trends. Poorer nations will expect 
America to be prosperous and will strive 
to emulate this country, or they will re­ 
sent its higher, material estate and even­ 
tually may toss brickbats through the win­ 
dows displaying the world’s most gorgeous 
Wealth. 
There are many reasons to expect the 
former possibility to be b o r n e out by 
events. When the big depression hit 25 
years ago the whole world suffered. There 
is fairly general acceptance that American 
prosperity stimulates the economy of the 
world, particularly in areas where other 
nations accept some of the fundamentals 
of the American system. 
In the long run American prosperity, not 
Marxist ideology and stagnation, will be 
the leaven that promotes world a m i t y . 
Communist leaders fear this probability as 
they fear nothing else.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


It is now clear that the Russians are an­ 
xious to put an end to NATO. All the dis­ 
cussion concerning German unification and 
European 
Security 
at 
Geneva 
bore 
the overtone of anxiety concerning NATO 
and its continued existence. It is of sign­ 
ificance that the Russians put Europe first 
and the German problem foremost. 
For years now, they had concerned 
themselves primarily with Asia but at Gen­ 
eva, so far as we know, the Asiatic ques­ 
tion was not 
raised. 
Direct 
conversa­ 
tions between the Unied States and Red 
China at this time would be meaningless, 
as what needs first to be settled is the 
German unification problem which is the 
major issue before the world. 
When NATO was organized in 1949, it 
seemed to be little more than a military 
substitute for the Marshall Plan—a techni­ 
que for aiding European states on a mili­ 
tary rather than an eleemosynary basis. 
NATO has, however, developed into a sign- 
ficant integrated power, a uniter of Eu­ 
ropean defenses against Soviet Russia. 
With its adjunct, the Western European 
Union, it is now a formidable body, so 
strong that Russia has been unable to 
make an advance of an inch on the con­ 
tinent of Europe since NATO has been a 
factor there. 
The same cannot yet be said for SEATO, 
, which, being in Asia, is somewhat neglect- 
1 ed by our better minds in the government. 
But if NATO could have established itself 
so firmly in Europe, there is no reason 
why SEATO cannot do the same in Asia. 
SEATO’s major fault, as a defensive or­ 
ganization, is that it does not include For­ 
mosa and Japan. It therefore has an air 
of unreality about it, for to friend and foe 
alike it is obvious that one of the major 
functions of SEATO is to defend Formosa 
from Red China’s imperialistic aggres­ 
sions. 
The measure of NATO’s significance is 
the intensity of Russia’s fear of it and op­ 
position to it. As they fear it, NATO's im­ 
portance increases. From the very little 
news that has come to us from Geneva, 
it is conclusive that the Russians first ob­ 
ject to Germany being 
a member 
of 
NATO and secondly to the existence of 
this unified military force in Western Eu­ 
rope. 
What it really comes to is that the Tru­ 
man 
Containment 
Policy 
(March 
12, 
1947), which so many of us critcized, has 
proved to be effective. In Europe, Soviet 
Russia has been contained within its 1948 
boundaries, when the Communist govern­ 
ments came into existence openly in the 
satellite countries. However, those coun­ 
tries were already dorqjnated by the Com­ 
munists. Thus far, Soviet Russia has not 
made an advance to the West or to the 
South beyond what might historically be 
called the Truman Boundaries. 
It is also true that the Soviet Universal 
State has lost no territory in Europe since 
then the Titoist defection antedating the en­ 
unciation of the Truman Doctrine, al­ 
though it manifested itself formally in 
June 1948. 
Since ’1947, however, the advance of the 
Soviet Universal State in Asia has been 
enormous. After Red China came Tibet, 
North Korea, Indo-China and the neutral­ 
ization of India and Burma. 
However, the situation in Asia is in a 
state of flux. Whereas SEATO is an organ­ 
ized and functioning agency, nothing came 
out of the Bandung Conference but speech­ 
es of a highly sentimental nature all de­ 
monstrating that the emotional response of 
nationalism is so intense that no unity can 
be expected among the anti-American or 
neutralized countries. Whereas most As­ 
iatic countries are chauvinistic because of

MANY a vacation gets off to a 
bad start when one of the vaca- 
’ tioners falls victim to motion 
sickness. 
This illness, which might be 
merely an uncomfortable feeling 
or complete nausea and vomiting, 
isn’t confined to those who travel 
by boat or plane, however. Many 
•of you probably suffer from mo­ 
tion sickness in autos, even 
though you may be unaware of it. 
Medical Advances 
But with 
medical 
advances 
made since the outbreak of World 
War II, and by using a little com­ 
mon sense, you don’t have to suf­ 
fer any'more. 
The first symptom of motion 
sickness usually is an uneasy feel­ 
ing which causes you to lose in­ 
terest in whatever you may be do­ 
ing, even reading or talking with 
someone. Even though there may 
be no visible signs of distress, this 
is motion sickness. Since you 
might not actually become ill, you 
are likely to pass off the experi­ 
ence without another thought. 
Lose Interest 
C ontinued m otion, however, 
probably will lead to even less in­ 
terest in your surroundings and 
frequent yawning. You will begin 
to perspire, salivation will in­ 
crease and you will become pale, 
dizzy and weak. 
You are more likely to be both­ 
ered by motion sickness .if you 
have migraine headaches or du­ 
odenal ulcers. Constipation may 
produce the condition in some 
cases. And women are more sus­ 
ceptible during menstruation. 
Several Drugs 
There are many drugs on the 
market, most of them antihista­ 
mines, which are effective against 
m otion sickness: Dram am ine, 


Bonamine, Marezine and Phener- 
gan, to name only a few. Unfor­ 
tunately, some of the drugs also 
have side effects, such as sedation. 
Some require only one dose be­ 
fore starting on a long drive or 
trip. Others require additional 
doses during the trip. 
Eat Lightly 
Besides taking drugs, there are 
other things you can do to combat 
motion sickness. If you have rea­ 
son to believe ypu may be suscep­ 
tible to this ailment, eat only 
small amounts of food before 
starting. 
Lack of fresh air often is a con­ 
tributing factor, so be sure there 
is adequate ventilation. This also 
helps eliminate any unpleasant 
odors, another factor in motion 
sickness. 
Try To Relax 
Don’t read when you are being 
jostled about. Instead, keep look­ 
ing off into the distance. Dark 
glasses are sometimes effective. 
Maybe it will help to close your 
eyes. 
In general, try to maintain a 
relaxed mental attitude. You'll 
probably feel a lot better if you do. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
MRS. B. B.: Would a diet bring 
relief to arthritis? 
Answer: No diet except the 
usual well-balanced one is sug­ 
g e ste d in treating arthritis. 
Most patients are benefited by 
rest, both physical and mental, 
and also by various heat-produc­ 
ing methods such as hot baths 
and diathermy. The use of such 
drugs as cortisone, hydrocorti­ 
sone and other pain-relieving 
preparations may be of value. 
The treatment should be car­ 
ried out under the direction of 
your physician.

Notes, W ilbur M. Smith, D D., 
cannot recall a lesson that has 
been 
based 
on 
the 
Scriptures 
given in today’s lesson. It should 
therefore be new to all of us. 
It begins with tw o verses from 
II Kings which w ere included in 
last week's lesson: "And all the 
arm y of the Chaldees, th a t were 
with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jerusa­ 
lem round about. 
"Now the rest of the people 
th at were left in the city, and the 
fugitives th at fell aw ay to the 
kingdom of Babylon, w ith the 
rem nant of the m ultitude, did 
Nebuzaradan, the captain of the 
guard carry away. 
"But the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the land to be 
vinedressers and husbandm en." 
W hat happened to those who 
were left in Judah is the subject 
of our lesson. They were not all 
poor, as Jerem iah was among 
them, and later "all the captains 
of the forces . . . . and all the 
people from the least unto the 
g reatest’’ came to hear Jerem iah's 


10-12; Jeremiah 
The Jews cam e to Jerem iah 
asking him to plead for a mes­ 
sage from Jehovah. They prom ­ 
ised faithfully to be thereafter 
tru e to God, no m atter w'hat He 
decreed. It took IO days before 
Jerem iah was able to give his 
m essage to the people. 
“If ye will still abide in this 
land, then will I build you, and 
not pull you down, and I will 
plant you, and not pluck you up; 
for I repent Me of the evil th at 
I have done, to you.” 
They were w arned not to go to 
E gypt as they w'ere tem pted to 
because it seemed a land of peace 
and plenty. If they did that, Jere­ 
m iah said, they would die by the 
sword, 
by 
pestilence 
and 
by 
fam ine. 
How did the people react to 
the m essage after their promise 
to adhere to their God whether 
His m essage was good or evil? 
T hey said Jerem iah spoke falsely 
and th at God did not tell him to 
say they should not go to Egypt, 
but th a t he w as influenced by 
Earuch. So the leaders of Judah 
took the people into Egypt. 
We will have to omit the odd 


m essage from Jehovah. 
Jerem iah had been taken in 
chains to Ramah w'here Nebuza­ 
radan came to him and said that 
the Lord had destroyed Jerem iah’s 
people because of th eir wicked­ 
ness, but Jerem iah could go where 
he pleased. He could rem ain in 
Judah or go to Babylon, where 
he promised he would be treated 
well. 
Jerem iah decided to stay 
w ith the rem nant of his people. 
N ebuzaradan also told 
Jere­ 
m iah th at he should go to Geda- 
liah, in Mizpah and tell him that 
the king of Babylon had appointed 
him governor of Judah. He was 
the last of the line of David to 
hold an im portant post in the 
kingdom. Mizpah w as in B enja­ 
min, on the 
boundary of the 
northern and southern kingdoms. 
So Jerem iah dwelt w ith Geda- 
llah and the people th a t w’ere left 
in the land. Gedaliah as gover­ 
nor seemed to have the approval 
of all, but his officers inform ed him 
th a t the king of Ammon, across 
Jordan, 
had 
sent 
Ishm ael, 
a 
descendant of David, to kill him. 
The rum or proved true, Ish­ 
m ael m urdered not only Geda­ 
liah, but those around him who 
had aided him in m aintaining 
order in the nation. The brutal 
deed wras done so secretly th at 
Ishm ael thought the Jew's would 
not know he had done it.

If we w alk in the statu tes of God 
our Father, tru st in Him and do 
His will, we shall be blest. But if 
we w orship strange gods and dis­ 
obey His com m andm ents evil will 
surely come to us.
